AT POUR o!clock yesteràay af- 
ternoon the English Literature 
Society met ^ In atlMkUnion-. Qrill 
Room and were*^cntertalned by ' 
Professor A. S. Ncad wJio spoke on 
"Gerald Manley Hopkins and his 
Influence." 

Professor stated tliat'it was gen- 
erally consldoi-ed dull to lecture 
on a minor poet,, in actuality 
Gerald Hopkins could not be class- 
ed in sùch.at'.catcgory. In fact the 
professor declared that In thé last 
decade his Influence had been t^e 
greatest of all, ovérshodoiwiiig the 
influence of Brldg^ odd ottiets. 
Owing to the fact that be pub- 
lished noUiing during his lifetime 
he was almost unknown among 
his contemporories. If a poet does 
liot publish anything during, bis 
lifetime be cannot portleipato or 
lead to any cultural movements, 
oontintted P ro t ossor Moad. His 
work, whilst great, entered into 
tbe WOTld:laauspicloii8ly. ^ \, 

Oeriaid Hopkins is genenUy call- 
ed on Irish poet, but in actuality 
he was not an Irishman being 
bom in.the country, of Essex, Bug-, 
land, in 1844. During his eofly 
days be showed great poetical pro- 
pensities. He .was a masterly 
'is^lar, being educated at^Oxford. 
Unlike Kéa;ts, none of his txitter 
poems , wçre written diblng on 
early period. Shoi-tly: after gradu- 
ating in 18G6 he turned to the Ro- 
man Catholic Churcli, following in 
. the fpotstéps of bis grandmother. .

rpHE STORY of contemporary literature stands 
incompletie. without a discussion of tbat;;'^^ 
force of fiction and drama, Hermann Suderimmi.

Consequently we have been 
enjoying Franz Werfel, Haiiptmann, Wassermann, 
Fatlada and Oscar Graff, in lengths that are more 
like our own. 

But to get back to Sudeniiann and the short 
story, we were recently .-reading over a volume of 
stories by this man^ wiîtten around his home en- 
vironment in Lithuania, and on the old Russian 
border; not that the volume is in any way recent, 
but rather because it represents a degree of art and 
workmanship rkré at any time aiid to us ahnost un- 
known. Atid'so we make no apology for our sub-

And if I liad been Ansas, I 
should have lifted my hc:uls to heaven night and 
morning, in praise that she was my wife and no 
other man's. And so it was at first, but ever since 
that Busze came into the house as maid, things 
were different. There were quari-ellings and shout- 
ings from the house, so that neighbors began to 
stick their heads together. 

Night by night Ausifs would' come home drunk 
to, his wife, and the smell of the fens— the smell of 
the niaid Busze was heavy upon him! But never 
did Indre weep — or ^vhen siie did, it was quietly 
done, and in the silence of night ... Tlie interven- 
tion of neighbors, {>ublic humiliation for the hus- 
band which gives rise to a thought that becomes an 
obsession— "If she were dead ... ."—the carefully 
planned boat journey to Tilsét, as a long-delayed 
honeymoon, during which he was to murider her,; 
and the final retribution, awakening love and ultl^ 
mate ;caUlmity, are aU welded tosether Irt a man^ 
ner tliat is Sudermann's own especial genius. Sud- 
ermaim here, if nowhere else, knows when to be 
cynical, lie knows- when to pull at the heart-strings, 
he knows when to be tragic, and like a master .'^^ 
ing a delicate instrument, he plays upon the emo- 
tions of the appreciative reader. "The Journey to 
Tilset" must continue to stand as a foremost ex- 
ample of the art of the short story, with all the 
devices of the k,'jger narrative. Sudermann had 
been a stiidious pupil at the féet of Zola and the 
French naturalistic scdiool. i He had made his debut 
into senthnent and autobiographical writing in his 
early, "Frau Sorge," ("Dame Cai^"); he had thor- 
oughly tested his dramatic ability; and thoroughly 
exploited a background rich in color and! Incident. 
All these attributes in the powèr of a master, have 
made Hermann Sudermann what he is in European 
Literature today, and send a challenge to our young-

J., W.' Kerr, leader of the negative, 
made his position clear, by stating that 
he was not defending militarism and 
the glory of war, bus was cbrisidering 
the duty of the individual la war- 
time. The person who refuses to 
fight ' wlieh his country is at war is 
a danger to the community. No mat- 
ter what his personal feelings are he 
diould - sink ; them in such a great 
crisis as a war, for the community of 
which he as a' part is in danger and 
requires his protection. 

The second speaker for the affirma' 
tlve, E. Kelloway, declared that his 
opponent decried Jingoism, yet grants 
no right to the individual to stand out 
ajalnst It. During wor^tlme hatreds 
and prejudices are: rife and it Is im- 
p3j£il:lc to' determine which side Is 
'Justified..' The. state has no right to 
stand against d man's conscience, /It 
requests a conscientious objector to 
inter his . convictions during a war 
and resuiTect them after. A nian has 
no right to sacrifice his moral Judg 
ment on the altar of a so-called 
patriotisih. 

> . Individual's Duty 

V M.' Burgomaster, v/ho concluded the 
debate for the negative,' empliasi;^ 
the wording of the debate — tliat they 
were considering an individual's duty 
in time of war. If we enjoy the privi- 
leges of thé community, we must be 
prepared to defend it in times of need. 
The m^n who will let his comrade 
fight and die that his wife and chll 
dren and property may be protected 
is guilty of moral cowardice. For these 
reasons the conscientious; objector is 
not Justified in his attitude during a 
war. . ■
